The season records for the two teams are six wins and 
three losses for Kilgore and six wins, two losses, and one tie 
for Tyler. 

According to Coach Floyd Wagstaff, both his Apaches and 
Coach Jasper Flanakin’s Rangers should take the field in 
good physical condition. 

Wagstaff expects "a nip and tuck affair with breaks play¬ 
ing a large part as to who wins.” 

He emphasized that student body attitude would influence 
team attitude. 

"Student body spirit during this week will determine the 
mental condition of the Apaches,” he said.

Tyler eked out a 7-6 victory to win the Southwest Junior

Kilgore wins: 13-6 in 1948, 14-7 in 1944, 27-6 in 1954, and 
14-13 last year. 

Tyler wins: 14-6 in 1950, 26-6 in 1951, 41-13 in 1952, and 
39-0 in 1953.

The Church is called' upon to 
describe its faith in each genera¬ 
tion. In 325 the Nicene Creed was 
framed in an attempt to define 
and express the conviction of these 
early Christians. An even earlier 
affirmation of faith is the familiar 
Apostles’ Creed stated below. 

“I believe in God, the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and 
earth; and in Jesus Christ. His 
only Son our Lord; who was con¬ 
ceived by the Holy Spirit, born 
of the Virgin Mary, suffered un¬ 
der Pontius Pilate, was crucified, 
dead, and buried; the third day He 
rose from the dead; He ascended 
into heaven, and sitteth at the 
right hand of God the Father Al- 
JLiighty; from thence He shall 
come to judge the quick and the 
dead. I believe in the Holy Spirit; 
the hold Catholic Church; the 
communion of saints; the forgive¬ 
ness of sins; the resurrection of 
the body, and the life everlasting. 
Amen. 

The historic creeds of the 
Church are affirmed by every 
Christian. There are moments, 
however, in a man’s life when he 
must declare himself and witness 
to his faith, not in an attempt to 
supplant but as an effert to ex¬ 
press his conviction. Indeed, every 
man is called upon to make the 
attempt in one way or another 
and in that sense “this is who I 
am.” 

I exist in faith wrought through 
the grace of God in Christ Jesus; 
however, this is more than intel¬ 
lectual assent to a set of proposi¬ 
tions; it is trust which demands 
surrender and obedient action. 

In these moments of faith the 
living Christ presses upon me the 
deepest question of my experience 
and I am challenged by His claim. 

By the grace of God I am call- | 
ed upon to grasp the meaning of J 
God in Christ anew. As new sit- 1 
uations in life confront me I am 
constantly being called upon to 
become a Christian in terms of a 
particular circumstance, a par¬ 
ticular person. Faith is not static. 
A living Christ demands a living 
response from me. 

As a Christian I have been 
given a legacy, the broad memory 
of faith which includes both Scrip¬ 
tures and the traditions of the 
Church. Within this structure the 
Bible is most important because it 
is more than a record of revela¬ 
tion and the history of salvation. 
The Scriptures confront me with 
God’s Word of judgment on all 
pretentions, including religious 
ideas. 

Therefore I believe that the 


Bible is a part of God’s activity in 
His call of men from sin to faith; 
it continues to be a means of His 
self-manifestation to man. The 
Bible and the total Christian 
memory serve to illuminate and 
evaluate my choices in life; to in¬ 
spire and call me to faith, which 
is decision. 

I believe that to be a Christian 
I must not be indifferent to the 
claims of the social order, that I 
must accept responsibility for my 
neighbor. In like manner, to be a 
Christian, I must be ready to speak 
out against injustice and abuse, 
realizing that God’s claim cuts 
across all cultural patterns, all 
human standards. 

As one who has been called by 
the witness of the Holy Spirit, 
this I believe.
